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Note: Detailed Guidelines: 

01. The Disciplinary Authorities mean that the authorities under whose admini^tive 
jurisdiction the officers listed in the above 8<^>edule are woduno the^tone of 
issuance of memorandum / chargesheet. The concerned authorities wiH^continue to 
act as such, irrespective of transfer of the cha^^eeted officer, after issuance of 
chargesheet. It is clarified that the officers assigned for the work of rnore than one 
region such as Law Officer, Security Officer, Enquiry Office, Presenting Officer will 
be considered to be under the administrative control of the regions where their 
salary is drawn. 

02. The authorities mentioned above shall include officers then officiating or holding the 
charge of that post. 

03. Where any decision to institute disciplinary action has been taken and the 
chargesheet is not served, then the appropriate Disciplinary Authority will be in 
terms of this schedule. 

04. Where disciplinary proceedings have been initiated and the cha^esheet is served 
by the Disciplinary Authority as per earlier schedule effective from 02.01.9.5, the 
concerned authority will continue to act as such till conclusion of the case. 

05. The powers to institute disciplinary action / proceedings delegated and vested herein 
shall include the power to issue show cause notices and / or to issue chargesheet, 
ilo suspend the employee concerned, to decide about the treatment to be given on 
revocation / termination of suspension in terms of regulation 12 & 15 respectively, as 
also the powers under regulation 21 of Bank of Mahara^tra Officer Employees’ 
(Discipline & Appeal) Regulations, 1976. 

06. The above changes shall be effective from the date of circulation of this schedule. 
However, any disciplinary proceedings initiated or completed prior to the date of this 
schedule shall not be invalid due to the change in schedule. 

07. Where two authorities are shown as Appellate Authority, the Appellate Authority will 
depend upon the grade of Disciplinary Authority i.e. Appellate Authority will be at 
least one grade above. ' /I
